Before Gifford Pinchot became for- 


ester to the United States Department 
of Agriculture, he had already ren- 
dered pioneer service in both public 
and private forestry. 
As the only 


forester on the committee appointed 
by the National Acodemy of Sciences 
in 1896 to report to Hoke Smith, then 
Secretary of the U. S. Department ol 
the Interior, a plan for forest policy 
for the United States, he laid the 
foundations for the National Forest 
policy which he was afterwards to ad- 
minister as head of the U. S. Forest 
Service, with such brilliant success. 


The report of the committee while 


alive to the need for the protection 
of the forests owned by the National 
Government, ignored very largely the 
need to get them more fully used 
and enjoyed by the western people. 


Pinchot, with characteristic willing- 


ness to face any issue which involves 
a principle, made a minority report 
which laid strong emphasis upon tha

Prime importance of encouraging the 
fullest legitimate use of the National 
Forests by the public, and which 
stated that protection without use 
was but little 'ess desirable than use 
without protection. 
The only sound 


public forest policy, he declared in 
substance, was one under which use 
and protection go hand in hand. This 
minority report helped greatly 
to 


awaken the first general recognition 
ol the public need for the National 
Forests and for their proper protec- 
tion and development as well as to 
great extension in their area. 


Pinchot Helped Private Forestry. 
In private forestry Pinchot was also 


a pioneer.

derbilt purchased over twenty years

But while Pinchot took prompt ad 


vantage, as in the case of Mr. Van 
derbilt and Mr. Whitney, of oppor 
unities offered by farsighted men ol 
large means for the establishment ol 
great object lessons in forestry, ever 
as a consulting forester he put the 
stronger emphasis upon his work it 
co-operation with smaller forest own 
ers, realizing that upon them chieflv 
depends the future of American for- 
ests. 
^EJgS^tlVfi -beginning .of his profes- 
sional career he gave a very' large- 
share of his active interest to wood- 
lot forestry, not only because the 
farmer and the farm have alwayf 
been near to his heart, but also be 
cause his forest work soon led to 
keen appreciation of the need fo 
better methods, in the interest of th 
farmers and of the Nation, of carin 
for the patches of woodland which ar 
usually an adjunct to the farm. 


He was soon to have a wide fleli 


for his activities in this and othe 
phases of forestry, for in 1898 he was 
invited by President McKinley anc 
the Secretary of Agriculture, then 
James Wilson, to take charge of the 
Forest Service of the Federal Gov 
ernment. 
The small force of the 


Division 
contained 
several 
experi 


enced and ablo men; but its general 
policy was such that it was contrib- 
uting very little towards improving 
methods of fire protection and of log- 
ging within that one-fourth of the 
United States which is still under 
forest cover. 


Gave Farmers Expert Advice. 


But Pinchot, fresh from the lumber 


woods,

straight to the grave public necessity 
for forest conservation, and with that 
business-like and practical method of 
approach upon forest problems which 
had bee.n the chief factor in his suc- 
cess with Mr. Vanderbilt and Mi- 
Whitney, knew just what he wanted 
to do as United States Forester. Very 
soon after he assumed office the Di- 
vision of Forestry made the expert 
knowlede of its members 
directly 


available to private forest owners 
great and small, by offering to pre- I 
pare co-operative plans for the con- 
servative management of their forest 
holdings. 
This offer, which was thor- 


oughly practical and definite in its 
terms, entailed the execution of a 
contract providing that the Govern- 
ment should render expert assistance 
and advice, and that the timber land 
owner should pay a fair part of the 
cost of the work. 


But it is significant of Pinchofs 


dominant interest on behalf of the 
small man, the guiding principle of 
all his work for Americans, that tha 
wood-lot owner, who is usually a 
small farmer, received the co-opera- 
tion of the Government without cost 
to him. 
That was also thoroughly 


fair, since wood-lot forestry Involves 
merely practical advice on the ground 
which usually can be given by an ex- 
perienced man in a few hours. 


He Helped Stop Waste. 


As the field of activity of the Di- 


vision of Forestry widened under the 
stimulus of opportunity and leader- 
ship, new lines of work contributing 
directly to decreasing the drain on 
private forests in America was inaug 
urated. 
"Forests are destroyed not 


only by fires and bad logging," aaid 
Pinchot, "but the timber destroyed 
by wasteful use is also worth sav- 
ing." 
The result of that conviction 


on his part is today a great forests 
products laboratory at Madison, Wis- 
consin, the most advanced of its kind 
in the world. There experts and for 
est engineers are productively en- 
gaged in testing the strength of na- 
tive timbers, in experimenting with 
timber preservatives for lengthening 
the life of timber In use, and in a 
vast range of investigations looking 
to the profitable manufacture of by 
products from wood and the preven- 
tion of waste. 


Nor did Pinchot stop his efforts to 


improve methods of private forestry 
with work in the woods or in forest 
profiles investigations. 
He was the 


nrst man to advocate with really im- 
portant results forest tax laws which 
would promote the conservative use 
of forests rather than promote their 
destruction by an excessive tax bur- ' 
den on the timber crop. The recent 
forest tax laws enacted in Pennsyl- 
vania are among the achievements of i 
his long campaign for general reform ; 
in forest taxation, and had also Irs!

tween most lumbermen and the prac- 
tice of forestry is not danger of ioss 
through forestry, but failure to realize 
that true and constant profits from 
the forest are to be had only through 
the practice of forestry. 


Men like Pinchot and John B. White 


see that by making easy money quick 
and destroying the forest by wasteful 
oggmg met.li.ds and by indifferent 
to torest fires, the lumber industry i 
rapidly consuming itself; and tha 
cutting more and more lumber eacl 
year to supply the extravagant de 
mands of the United States, which 
has the largest per capita lumber con 
sumption in the world, does not neces 
sarily mean that lumbermen are mak 
mg more money each year, but oftei 
the reverse.

and advice, and that the timber land 
owner should pay a fair part of the 
cost of the work. 


But it is significant of Pinchofs 


dominant interest on behalf of the 
small man, the guiding principle of 
all his work for Americans, that tha 
wood-lot owner, who is usually a 
small farmer, received the co-opera- 
tion of the Government without cost 
to him.

He Helped Stop Waste.

There experts and for 
est engineers are productively en- 
gaged in testing the strength of na- 
tive timbers, in experimenting with 
timber preservatives for lengthening 
the life of timber In use, and in a 
vast range of investigations looking 
to the profitable manufacture of by 
products from wood and the preven- 
tion of waste. 


Nor did Pinchot stop his efforts to 


improve methods of private forestry 
with work in the woods or in forest 
profiles investigations. 
He was the 


nrst man to advocate with really im- 
portant results forest tax laws which 
would promote the conservative use 
of forests rather than promote their 
destruction by an excessive tax bur- ' 
den on the timber crop. The recent 
forest tax laws enacted in Pennsyl- 
vania are among the achievements of i 
his long campaign for general reform ; 
in forest taxation, and had also Irs!
